circumstances. 
People who livo oo West Boooad and 

West Third streets were aroused last 
night at intervals by cries of murder 
Toe cries came from the bushes on the 
bill-side above the C and 0. depot, and 
were seemingly from some one in distress. 

Deputy Marshal Bland's attention waa 
attracted to tbe crlaa and be went up 
to InvostiKste. The noise quieted down, 
however, before he reached the scene, 
and in tbe dark he oould find no one. 
Ho left, bot shortly aftorwards tbe cries 
were renewe<l. In company with Marion 
Moure, John Weaver and some other 
partioa the ofBoer returned to tbe scene. 
Approachini: tlie bushes, the officer saw 
the negro. He was about fifteen or twenty 
feet distant, and Mr. Bland recognized 
him. He was sUU yelling " murder ! " 
"murder!" 

When ibe officer spoke to Hashes, the 
negro picked np a couple of rocks and 
burled tbem at him, and then stooped over 
and not some more rocks. Mr. Bland 
fired a couple of sb'^ts in tbe air in bopea 
of frightening the negro, but Hughes con- 
tinued throwiii); at bim, and the officer 
then " shot to hit." 

The ball entered tho lower part of tbe 
abdomen, and, passim; ilironi;)], lodged 
in tbe spine. Tho negro was taken to 
tho eity alms bouse, where Dr. Owens 
was summoned and dressed tiie wound, 
which is pronounced almost necessarily 
fatal. 

The wounded man tells a peculiar 
story. He says he went out Sunday to 
see his friend 8teve Boyd, who lives on 
Mr. John Armotrong'a farm near the 
tollgate. After supper laat evening, 
Hugbee started to return to Maysville. 
When tbis side of the tollgate be says be 
was mot by three men who told him to 
"go down on the hill-side that they 
wanted to kill bim." He obeyed, and saya 
be saw tour fellowa killed. Their boada 
were cut off and their bodies wr re thrown 
in tbe river. All tbis time, he says be 
was yelling mnrdar. Finally, he saya 
several men oamo np tho hill to kill bim, 
and he gathered soma rocks and was 
trying to drive thaa baok wbas OM of 
them shot him. 

Hughes haa been drinking a great deal 
of late, and the physician tliinks he was 
temporarily insano from tbe effecta of 
the liqnor and beat, and that while in 
this condition ho wandoiod off in the 
bushaa. 

It ia a very peculiar case an unfor- 
tunate affair.

UnlM* Our LAWS Ar« Repealed She Will 

iCxnluttn Our ( Itlxriio. 

New York, July H.— The Chinese 
ministei to the United States, Siutin and 
Peru, has just arrived in this city from 
Havre. lu^ interview he said: 

"Unless the United StatM government 
repeals tiM law which now ei(cludes m v 
countrymen iron this oonntry. we shall 
treat Amariciaas to a dose of their own 
medicine. I mean that we shall ex- 
clude dtiiens of the United States ftam 
the Chinese empire." We. hope we 
shall not be pushed to any measnree of 
retaliation. The Cbineia foreign offlue 
has sent several demands to Mr. Blaine 
tp repeal the ezcluaion law. We have 
received no reply from him. Of ooorse, 
congress alone can iMt right tha present 
outrage, but the state department ia the 
proper channel of nagotlMtoa. i 

"Out treaties with the United States 
have bean re g a r ded as sacred trusts and 
we have lived up to the very letter of 
them. Now, witltont the slightest 
warning or exouse, tha United mates 
cruelly breaks its solMnn agreement and 
btiilds up a barrier against our citicens. 
After this exclusion law was parsed in 
defiance of all treaties. Secretary Bavard 
and the former miipstw from ( hina 
conferred and the result was a pre )p^ ised 
new treaty with Chii^ which ^ntained 
the exclusion law. When this treaty 
was submitted to the emperor and his 
council, it was instantly repudiated. 
The indignation against the minister 
was such that his house was burned and 
all hio proper^ ^within reach was de- 
stroyed." .
